but foꝛ all thelc things, ſbe tooke

plate ot an aduocate: and ſo ſhee 
did goe to the high fountaine. 
Item in his ſermon of going fo2- 
ward of the Goſpel: There is no 
nee de ot a Potter, of a Mediatoꝛ 
02 miniſter, no neede of Aduo- 

cates with God, noz of any run- 
ning, and gadding about foz to 
ſpeake fay:e vnto other: faꝛ al- 
though thou be alonc, and with- 
out an aduocate, and pꝛaye vnto

God by thy ſelfe , thou ſhalt ob- 


teyne thy petitions. Cyꝛill in his 
booke of right faith: He was ta⸗ 


ken vp into heauen: but as God 


he is ſhewed to graunt the petiti⸗ 
ons of them that woꝛſhip him, ik 
they make their pꝛayers in his 
name, Foꝛ why is it moze mecte 
to giue Saints their aſking,and 
to graunt them their petitions, 
then foꝛ him, which is onely by 
his owne nature, t truely God?

Epiſtle: 
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Epiſtle: Although the death of 
many Saintes hath bene pꝛeci⸗ 
ous in the ſight ofthe Loꝛde, yet 
the killing of no Innocent, hath 
bene the pꝛopitiation foz the 
woulde. The righteous receiued, 
but gaue no crownes, and out of 
the valiantnes of the faithful are 
grauen examples of patience, not 
gutes of righteoulneſſe. Fox their 
deathes were euery one ſinguler 
tohimſelfe, and none of them did 
by his ende paye the debt of ano- 
ther, fozaſmuch as there is our 
Loꝛd Chꝛiſt, in whom all are cru⸗ 
cified , all dead and buryed, and 
raiſed vp againe. Eraſmus in his 
booke called the Pꝛeacher: If a- 
ny man lacke wiſedome , let him 
aſke it of God, and not of the 
Saints. So much againſt pzay= 
ing vnto Saintes. Here in the 
firſt parte of my declaration, J 


haue ( as you knowe) declared a 
true repoꝛt of the wickedneſſe of 


Rome;

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Rome: I beganne with the Car⸗ 
dinals liues, pꝛoceeded to the 
Pꝛieſtes, Wonkes , and citi⸗ 
zens, and ended with the Pope. 
Seeing you know thele repoꝛtes 
to be true, foꝛ your bwonc ſaluati⸗ 
on returne to the tructh.
